—Arnold, u miller of Pomerania, had a lawsuit 
wilh H nobleman abnut a stream of water, 
which Arnold aliened had been unjustly di- 
verted from Ms mill. Tills lawsuit lie lost, and 
petitioned Frederick the Great, alleging that 
juslier- had not been done liiin. The king or- 
dered the ease to be remitted to the second 
court, ivl.era the chancellor and three Judges 
sat. 
lie 'n the meantime ordered inquiries to 


be mailo ipon the spot, and was Informed that 
Arnold was the injured parly. But tic miller 
was n» more successful in his appeal than in 
the original trial. Upon this boiiiE intimated 
U the king, he sent for the chancellor and 
Judges, and without allowing them lo vindicate 
tliemai- res, called them rascals and porvertera 
of the law. lie took a port, and with his left 
hand < for ho had the gout in his right) wiote a 
•entence that condemned the nobleman t» 
restore the water to ils former course; to pay 
all the costs of the two lawsuits ; and lastly 
to pay Nuch a sum lo the miller as should uiako 
Iiim reparation for the Injury he and his family 
had sustained. 
When ho had finished, ho 


turned with fury to tlw chancellor, whom he 
UismiS'-rd from his service, and ordered the 
throe judges to jnisun, kicking them all with 
Tlolenl indignation out of the room. 
It turned 


out subsequently that Arnold was a man of the 
worst character, and had entirely Imposed upon 
the king. The nobleman waa quite innocent 
ofthe charge of turning the water-course, since 
Ins lands were further down the stream than 
Arnold's mill. Thus Frederick, in his violent 
and summary interference, perpetrated the 
grossest injustice, even where his intentions 
were p,,od. Frederick wns both blamed and 
ridicule.! on account of this transaction, lhou»h 
ho newr would consent to reverse the proceed- 
ings, exhibiting his usual obstinacy even in the 
commission of justice. His nephew, however 
upon Inn accession to the throne, ordered strict 
justice I., lie done between the parties, and thus 
thiscxliaordinary ufl'uir wns brought to a close.

Bul Mrs. Jones, the dress-maker, missed the

So poor Dufllale's little boy had no over- 
coat, and staid out of school. It soon oecame 
obvious that something would have to be* done 
for the poor to keep the wolf from Iheir doors, 
and " the bazaar" was the talk of everybody. 
Tho tender glow of benevolence pervaded 
society. Judge Rochester gave fifly dollars

miking machinery fot brewing or distilling, or 
casks to contain liquor, by leasing property on 
which Intoxicating liquor may be made 01 sold 
or drunk, or by any o.hor way, is to criminally 
participate in this innst abhorrent sin. 


4. While in certain instances it results from 


Inherited infirmity, drunkenness may be re- 
carded as a misfortune, it is at the sams time a 
sin against God and one's own body, and also a 
crime against society. 


i. Human power alone, whether as a pledge, 


an organization, a profession or otherwise, is 
entirely inadequate to the complete or perma- 
nent reformation of the drunkard.

of a Ions and interesting article in The Claris- 
tan Union, that in the English Episcopal Church 
during the entire Crimean war the Emperoi 
Nicholas never interdicted the prayer for the 
Queen, and Englishmen living in St. Peters- 
burg, who are generally very prosperous, weie 
never interrupted in their business, or limited 
In their rights of person or property. How long 
he dryly adds, a Greek priest could have re- 
mainediin London and prayed for tho success 
of the Czar over the Queen at that time, Is a 
question easy to be answered. lie maintains 
that the Russians are a very religious people In 
an Oriental sense. It is a very crude foim of 
religion, and when the Russian takes it he does 
not caie whelh'r the priest is sober or drunk. 
Mr. Curtin corrtsctly described the Government 
of the Czar as resting on thousands of small re- 
publics organized as communes. From tha fact 
that the people live ID villages their local Gov- 
ernment is all their own. 
They elect their vil 


lago elder by free snDrage, and have a council or 
legislature which dec ides the questions relating 
to the poor rates, bridges, roads and similar lo- 
cal concerns. When lha Government wants 
taxes these are collected by the commune, or 
Tillage, and sect to the central authorities; -the 
commune answers to the conscription In the 
•am* manner. Mr. Ctirtln lays greater stress 
.on what bai been a::iully accomplished In «- 
tendinj the railway system, developing Internal 
monrcej and formic j * middle fits* loan Mr, 
Wallace's contusions seem tojnitlfy.

EDITOH GAZETTE :—Washiuglon at this 


reason of i bo jear is undoubtedly the prettiest 
•"ity iu Ihe United States, which is as it should 
be, for if the Capital of .1 nation is a discredit 
to it, where shall we look fur creditable things. 
There was a great outcry made against the 
Board of Public Works and " Boss " Shepherd 
for Ihcir extravagance and corruption, and 
theie is no doubt but that the complaints were 
•well founded, still It was under their regime 
that the improvements were begun and partly 
carried out, which may result in making this 
city Hie Paris of America. The broad, roomy 
avenues, well paved, except where wooden 
pavements was put down, which is now gen- 
erally iu bad condition, with littlo parks, I call 
them, scattered all ihroiigli the city In many of 
which fountains are continually playing, pro- 
duce a very different effect from New York, 
Boston, or even Philadelphia, whlch'seem to 
coop a prison up and not allow breatlilns room, 
after having sojonitied in this, the city of "mag- 
nificent distances." 


Evcijbody who cornea to Washington, of 


course, fwb in duty bound rtu visil Ihe Capitol 
andobseive the Colons ol Ihe nation making 
laws for the welfare of the country, *r father 
making laws w birh Ibe people jire deluded luto 
beiieviugare for thi-ir liuneli:.

the. Speakers chair now in place of Michael C. 
Kerr, wlio had just then come lo the front upon 
the Democratic restoration. Speaker Randall 
Is a fine healthy looking man, of medium 
height, and quite stout, but not excessively so. 
lie lias black hail, mixed through with gray, 
and dark eyes, which seem just adapted fora 
presiding officer, as they appear to"iee only 
what their owner wishes them to see, so that if 
a Congressman fiom Masschusetls arises and 
tries lo attract the eye of the Speaker, who 
does not wish lo recognize him, he has no dif- 
ficulty in looking right oyer the honorable gen- 
tleman's head, and recognize the gentleman' 
from New York. Mr. Randall makes an 8i- 
cellenl presiding officer; it is not probable that 
his equal is to be found on either side of the 
House since Blalne graduated to the Senate. 
IB making a r tiling, he decides upon it almost 
imrnedialel}, and although he listens patiently 
to sugcesUons and criticisms upon the position 
he takes, rarely, il ever, changes them ; and al- 
though thcie ia often clatter and noise enough 
made by the opposition to scare the wits nut of 
the common run of man, the Speaker holds 
firmly lo the position ho takes, yielding not an 
inch, and remaining through all the tumult, 
generally, calm as a summers evening. 
Two 


persons on the floor of Hie House whn attract 
a great deal of attention, aie Ben. Butler, with 
his hat full of bucks, and A|ec-k Stephens, the 
ox-President uf tho Confederacy, but now Con- 
gressman fi'ora Georgia. Gen. Butler is some- 
what corpulent, is barefooted on the top of his 
head, which in shape resembles that of his il- 
lustrious namesake, Benjamin Fiankliri. Ilia 
face, however, looks like Ben. Butler's, and 
nobody else's, that ever I saw. 
He is perfectly 


at home in Congiess, and leans his arm upon 
his desk like a boy at the school he has always 
been familiar with. He has a very jolly look, 
as though he were always thinking of some- 
thing huuinious, hut I jud^e it is his, "•ewn- 
tric "eje tbat, gues him this look. J3e is quite 
popular among Ins fallow members, who, when 
he comes in, flock around him and shake hands 
very cordially, botli Oemociats and Republi- 
cans; possibly they do this as a maiter of poli- 
cy, so as lo soften Ihe bricks which the General 
has in Ins possession. Aleck Stephens is very 
feeble, and although only 00 years of age, bis 
42 years nf public life (he was elected to the 
Geoigia legislature, at 24 years of age) has told 
upon him very much. He is not able to walk, 
and wheels himself into the House in a chair, 
which has a little wheel bohind as a rudder, 
anu tuo Inrge wheels, one on each side; he 
iitis became quite s.uiifu! m giii(jli}£";'.m}splf 
around this n,iy, and cornea, m pretty lapidly 
and takes up his position immediately in fiont

ment, while he is on the L i i u the House, is 
his clmu without at least one fellow member 
leaning ovci it engaged in conversation. 


There has been nothing interesting in th« 


proceedings of Congress since 1 have been here, 
except the contest over the Potter resolution 
to investigate the Florida election, and that 
was interwtius only so far as Ihe tesult was 
concerned, for the filibustering was very te- 
dious to witness, however, successful it was, 
and to sit alill asd listen to the call of the roll 
over and ovtr again, was very monotonous. 
But as jour leaders all know long before this, 
enough Democrats were got together to form a 
quorum al last, and tho Potter resolution was 
rushed through in a hurry, and although the 
Republicans were milled in opposing the pro- 
posed investigation, iciy few of them, either in 
the House or Senate, will feel veiy sorrowful, 
as far as the President is concerned, if all that 
the Democrats asseit should prove true con- 
cerning Ihe Florida business. It seems rather 
strange, hut yet it is truo, as the most unob- 
servant person here would notice, that Hie 
President has'moie defenders among the Dem- 
ocrats in Congress than among Ibe Republicans, 
and the civil service policy, or no policy, and 
Mr. Ilajes' trea!m;m of matters in the South, 
meets with nothing that can be constmed into 
admiration among Ihe members of Iho party lo 
which ho ones his election. 


Heretofore il has been supposed that if any 


newspapers could live at all in Washington, it 
was Ihe one which represented the Adnilnlatia- 
tion in ponei. But even this has proven to be 
a mistaken thooiy in these days of demoralized 
political p.ntles, foi shortly after the beginning 
ot the pie-sent Administration, three new daily 
papers weie started here. The National Union, 
the organ of the Admimstiation ; the Republi- 
can, edited by A. K. Clapp, disgruntled ex- 
Public Printer, whom tho President refused to 
retain m office, 
r epresentin;; the Republican 


mal contents; and the Post, out and out Dem- 
ocrat organ. But already alter only a few 
months existence, the Hayes organ has given 
up tiie ghost, and been absorbed by the Demo- 
cratic Post, which even with all its Democracy, 
is the ablest and brightest journal ever printed 
here, and has a large and increasing circulation, 
while Ihe dissatisfied organ of dissatisfied Re 
publicans Etill lives, although il is doubtful if it 
pays expenses. Thus In newspaper affairs, ai 
Iu party matters, H division of the Republican 
ranks, not only incruascs the prosperity of the 
Democracy, but makes the Republicans more 
impotent. The Evening Star is the best pay- 
in; paper hi this city ; il b the Public Ledger 
of Washington, and nearly everybody reads it. 
The Sunday papers—tho Chronictt, docile Be- 
puStlicau ; the Herald, impartially Democratic, 
and last, but far from least, Dun Piall's Capi- 
tal, viciously independent, with Democratic 
leanings, "ore all very readable, the Cafital es- 
pecially so; all the Republicans take it to see 
how vigorously the Democrats are chastised, 
anti all the Democrats take It (o witness the 
thrusts of Col. Piatt's keen, if sometimes rather 
uncouth wit, upon the Republicans.

Mas paitially disbursed hi woman's altira when 
'li« was arrested ncar'Irwtnsville, Ga., by Cor- 
l«ral Hunger and two privates of the Michigan 
Cavalry, no one who lias exiw'ined the evi- 
dence has ever doubted.- General B. D. Prll- 
cbard.'wbo tom 111,1 mied the regiment, has pre- 
pared for The Allegan. Journal an elaborate 
account of the pursuit, and capture of the Con- 
federate President and his household. The 
Corporal who asked Mrs. Davis,: " Where are 
you going ?", and received the reply, " With my 
old mother'after somn water," describes the 
disguise as a lady's iraterproof cloak or dress, 
and a red and black or black and white shawl 
thrown over the head and shoulders. These 
were worn overa-aolt of gray clothes, and the 
cavalrj boots were conspicuously displayed. 
The prisoners wero taken to Savannah, and 
thence bv steamer to Fortress Monroe. Gen- 
eral Pritchard then received 'orders from Ibe 
War Department to procure Ihe disguise ami 
to proceed to Washington. Accordingly he 
went to the steamer and asked Mrs. Davis if 
She had any objections to delivering to him the 
garments worn by her husband as a disguise, 
at the limotofhis captuie. He'received this 
pungent reply: " Certainly not, sir; for I do 
not think I ever bad an opportunity to donate 
an-y clothing to Mrs. Stanton befoie; it is, per- 
haps, well that my mantle should fall on I he, 
shoulders of Mrs. Stanton.'' Mrs. Davis then 


llvdica^o'blm in person a lady's waterproof 


cloak or robe, of a dark color trimmed with 
pearl buttons, which she admitted to be the one 
worn by her husband at the time of his cap- 
tine. Captain Hudson procured a black woolen 
bluwlwitua border. Mrs. Davis, at first, did 
not like to give up the shawl, saying she needed 
it for the children, 'lie then went back to Iho 
store .>nd purchased another shawl fur her, rc- 
nlac ° ' ne one she flelivered to him. These 
paimiMit', weie fakeu fo Washingtan, and de- 
livered to the Secietary of War, arid were iden- 
tified by the three soldiers who arrested Mr. 
Davis. 


PKOFESSOR HENRY'S SUCCESSOR 
Profes- 


sor Spencer Fullerton Baird, L.L.D., who has 
leen elected Secrelarj ot the Smithsonian In- 
stitute, at Washington, has for many years 
been the trusted and efficient assistant of thu 
late venerable Professor Henry. 
He wa^ born 


in Reading, Pa., February 3, 1823. 
He was 


educated at Dickinson College, Carlisle, wherti 
he became Professorof Natural Science in 184(1. 
In 1850 he was appointed Assislant Secretary 
of the Smithsonian Institution. 
He was editJr 


and translator of the "Iconographic Encyclo- 
pedia," New York (1831); rs author of the 
varrwis reports on zoology and ot repoits on 
naiutal history collections made by Captains 
Stansbury and Mjrey, and Lieutenant Gillis, 
the Mexican Boundary Survey and the Pacific 
Raiboad Survey. 
He has also published in 


conjunction with the late eminent naturalist, 
John Cassin, "The Birds of North America " 
(1 vol. 4to, 1801). 
fn 18)M lie eaffirn-'ucsxl, un- 


uVi tuo ai.oplce;'.>f the Smithsonian institution, 
a work upon the birds of tin* New World gen- 
erally, under the trtle "Review of American 
Birds in the Museum of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution." His Litest important publication is a 
new account of the birds of North America, 
published In 1875, and in the prepaiation of 
which he wasjissmed by Dr. T. M. Brewer, of 
Boston. 
This is a veiy elaborate and com- 


plete woik, and is handsomely llllistratrd. In 
1871 Prosessor Baird was appointed by Piesi- 
dent tii ant, Uu ited Slates Commissioner of 
Fish and Fisheiies for the purpose of making 
inquiries into the causes ot the decrease of the 
food fishes of the United States and the meth- 
ods of restoring the supply, and it is largely to 
liis intelligent and scientific study of the sub- 
ject that the successful experiments in fish-cul- 
ture iu the last few years, and the restoration 
of the fisheries in many important streams of 
life United States, are due. 
Numerous minor 


papers upon animals, birds, reptiles and ttehes 
of North America have appeared from iits pen 
in the " proceedings " of the Academy of Nat- 
ural Sciences ot Philadelphia, th» New York 
Lyceum of Natural History, and elsewbsre. 
For several years he furnisHed lo several jour- 
nals a resume of the progress of sciaTme, and 
has prepared an annual volume, desBribing the 
advances iu science made during the year.

We have tills feature pre- 
sented in three ways :—Every circulation sworn 
to Is printed in full-face; all other circulations 
which aie reported are those given by publish- 
ers themselves ; and in cases where any doubt 
has existed in the compiler's mind as lo Ihe 
figures reported, the circulation is omitted. 
There are many others who, do 'not report cir- 
culations at all.

sentatiou of Ihe (tarns and claims of every 
paper recorded In its pages. It is full of infor- 
mation valuable to newspaper puUUbers and 
advertisers.

taken quickly,' is very refreshing and cooling 
on a hot day, a cold bath, is Injurious and often 
dangerr.us.

ton, Superintendent of tbe Government Bureau

FOT£S OK TEOBEATJ. 


Henry David Tboreau was born in Concord, 


.Mass., in 1817. 
He was the son of a French 


Immigrant, who was by tradea lead-pencil ma- 
ker. 
Henry graduated at Harvard College In 


1837, with very slight distinction, having bis 
own way o( looking at things, which is not un- 
usual with genius. He did not attract tbe pro- 
fessors or his fellow-students, and lived a some- 
what solitary life. After his college life was 
over he taught In the academy at Concord for a 
year or two, spending all his spare hours in col- 
lecting specimens of natural history. Getting 
wearied of teaching, he took up the craft of his 
father, making, from time to' time, just enough 
lo satisfy his moderate wants, and then he com- 
menced those rambles through forest and stream 
lo the White Mountains and elsewhere; but 
always returning to Concord however much be 
loved to wander. 


On these rambles be gathered tho materials 


for bis exquisite writings. Ills first book was 
published in 1839. It grew out of a voyage he 
made in company with his brother Jchn on tho 
Concord and Merrimac Rivers. They traveled 
by day, and landed at night at some convenient 
place en the bank of tbe river, lighted a fire, 
and cooked a supper from the, supplies they 
carried with them In then boat. Every inci- 
dent of this jaunt IB charmingly described. 
Later he published two volumes relating lo a 
journey to Canada, "Walden," and miscella- 
neous ui tides in various magazines. He was a 
naturalist and a poet, and had tlie happiest pos- 
sible style of reproducing everything he saw in 
prose and verse. 


He died in 1801, at Concord,of » bronchial 


affection, which caused him great pain but which 
he bore with stoical fortitude. 
The name ol 


Tboreau to most persons represents morbid 
sentiments and a weak rebellion against the 
forms and usages of society. 
He despised 


shams of every kind, but had the utmost 
tience with tlie weaknesses and faults of his 
friends. 
With an outer coatinz of stoicism he 


was tendci-hearted and faithful in his profes- 
sions of esteem. Mr. Page says:—' I founi 
that he loved his friends, and thpy loved him. 
The book ' Walden,' is descriptive of Thoreau's 
life on the shore of Waldori Pond, alone, a mile 
from any neighbor, in a shanty which he built 
himself, making his own bread, u which ottei 
got smoked, and had a piny flavor,' and tend- 
ing to all his wants and necessities; but, as he 
wrote, ' Man Is an animal more than any other 
who can adapt himself to all climates and ci: 
eumstanccs.' Here in UK wilderness he stu 
died the birds, the flowers, the fish, and the 
reptiles. He marked tlie seasons all his life by 
the blossoming of flowers, ' He drew his brnti 
friends to him by some secret magnetic attrac 
tier.; snakes colled round his leg, fishes swam 
iu his hand, be pulled the woodcbuck out of it 
bole, and took foxes under his protection from 
tbe hunteis.' Nathaniel Hawthorne tells us 
that his first hint of Donatella, hi ' The Marbl 
Faun,' was derived from these attractions ant 
this half animal instinct of Thoreau. 'If we 
take the age into account,' says Thoreati, ' may
